It is presumed, indebted to the fact 
m at since the year 1846, wnen 1 mado my first pub­ 
lication on thU topic in the columns of the Ad. 
(tonrU lutelUgencer, I have taken an humble part 
in the Wstorlcal controversy which bae so long 
been waged over this docnment, with regard alUo 
to the gcaulncness of its authorship and the au- 
ihenticiiy of ita conieuia. 
A.i 1 nave been l<-d by my invenigatione to con­ 
trovert tne iradltionat aud papular optnion.s heid
